Ohio Flag Law. 


According to the decision handed down by 
the Supreme Court of Illinois the flag law in 


that State was declared unconstitutional. 
The court held that the flag is common 
property and that the Legislature has no 


right to limit its use. It will be remembered 
that the Ohio Legislature passed a law pro- 
hibiting the use of the flag for any purpose 
except that of the country. The Ohio law 
is drawn similarly to that of Illinois and is 
probably subject to the same objections as 
the Illinois law. At any rate a test case 
is possible, and one will no doubt be insti- 
tuted before long. 


Duty Too High. 


The duty which now prevails upon posters 
and all printed matter passing from United 
States to Canada is so high that it prevents 
the Canadians from coming to this side of the 
line for that class of work. Of course, the 
high duty is a good thing for the Canadian 
printers, for it renders impossible competition 
from the best poster printeries in the world. 
But it does seem a shame that the printeries 
of Canada and those of the United States can 
not enter into a fair battle for trade. The 
conditions of labor, ete., are practically the 
same in Canada as in the United States; 
therefore, the rescinding of the act placing 
the tax would widen the field and be perfect- 
ly fair to all concerned.

Under the title of “The Smeared City,” 
the Chicago Tribune, in its Sunday issue of 
April 22, aevotes almost an entire page, pro- 
fusely illustrated with half-tone cuts, show- 
ing some of the choicest and largest hoard- 
ings in that city, to what it is pleased to 
style “the pernicious practice of bill board 
desecration.’ This article has in its entirety 


that quality which is readily recognized 
uone Lewspapermen as the “business of- 
fice’ ring, and is simply another striking 


example of What with propriety can be called 
“protessional jealousy,’ inspired by busi- 
ness rivalry, because of the unconceaied fact 


that so many large commercial firms in ail 
parts of the country who were heretofore 
regular advertising patrons of the newspa- 


pers have within the past two or three years 
switched their advertising appropriations to 
the bill board and painted signs, for the sim- 
ple reason that they have found the later 
methods more popular and vastly more prof- 
itable. The attempt on the part of the Trib- 
une to arouse popular indignation is merely 
one of the frantic outbreaks which occur 
periodically in the business offices of certain 
newspapers in different parts of the coun- 
try, but as the motives for these flaring, 
big-headed attacks are recognized by their 
readers as purely selfish. They do not occa- 
sion much surprise or comment. After giv- 
ing more than a full column description to 
the immensity and prominence of Chicago's 
nearly two-score miles of mammoth out- 
door displays, the Tribune attempts to in- 
vite restrictive measures as follows: 

“The question of dealing with abnormally 
large and agressive sign boards has natura.ly 
divided itself into two ready phases. One 
concerns the disfiguring of boulevards and 
parks. The other involves the question of 
their right on business streets. It was the 
failure of reformers to recognize this divi- 
sion that caused the mayor to veto the re- 
strictive ordinances passed by the Council 
last year. This will be recognized this year, 
and the first attempt of the Art Association 
of Chicago, which has taken up the bill 
board war, will be to interest Park Commis- 
sioners in measures to restrict signs along 
boulevards and at park entrances. It is not 
known that the park boards will have the 
power to pass and enforce measures that are 
necessary to reclaim the boulevards If it 
be found that they have not, the next appeal 
will be to the Legislature for an act to give 
them authority. Another move to be made in 
the attempt at restriction will be made in the 


City Council, and it will be endeavored to 
formulate such an ordinance as will avoid 
the features which caused the veto of the 
former measure. Most of the Aldermen are 
thought to be in favor of restr.ction. The 
aim of the Art Association is restriction, 
rather than abolition of the bill board If 


they can be made to vacate sites adjacent to 
the park entrances, to temper the vividness 
of their colors, and to shrink in proportions, 
it is felt that something of value will have 
been accomplished. It will be one demand 
that the bill board men cease placing ther 
boards flush with the building lines, making 


them unduly prominent up and down the 
boulevards. If restricted in size and placed 
back from the street one evil will have been 


overcome. The question of personal rights 
involved in attempts to regulate the nuisance 
has been discussed by members of the asso- 
ciation. It has been stated as involving the 
problem of how much American cities can 
give up of their go-as-you-please freedom in 
order to restrict nuisances.”’ 

Commenting upon the way and means that, 


in its opinion, should be adopted to limit 
the “bill board nuisance’’ to a narrow 
sphere, the Tribune continues: 


‘A restrictive law which bas been enacted 
in New York has been applied to bill boards 
with su Its constitutionality is un- 
proven because never tested It has been 
used as a means of restricting the evils of 
the sign board, and has been carried through 
successfully by its own weight. The New 
York refermers have carried through a suc- 
cessful ‘bluff game, and the sign board men 
have not had the courage to ‘call’ it The 
success of this New York enactment encour- 
ages Chicago reformers. The argument that 
restriction or abolition of the sig and bills 
will work hardship upon a number of men 
who make their living by bill posting and 
sign painting answered by the statement 
that it were better to take such action as 
must be taken some time now while the 
number of men is small. Six hundred men 
are said to be employed in the business in 
Chicago.”’
